Habeas Corpus Proceedings to Secure 
Fotheringham’s Release Foiled by a 
Curieus ‘* Mistake” — The Messenger 
Nabbed en the Steps of the Court-House 
— He Makes an Interesting Statement 
After His Incarceration — Sensational 
Developments in the £100,000 Express 
Robbery. 


When Judge Thayer entered Court-room No. 
5this morning there was a larger array of 
curiosity seekers than the room has seen for 
many days. They were waiting to see the ex- 
press messenger, Fotheringham. There was 
a crowd about the entrance; the lobby was 
full; the space within the rail was crowded. 
Some minor business preliminary to the ses- 
sion was disposed of, and a trial case was 
called.

VEST, PHILIPS AND GLOVER. 

That version of the elections in St. Louis 
and Kausas City which Senator VEST is 
said to be pouring into the vexed ears of 
the Administration gets avery black eye 
from an interview with Congressman 
GLOVER, which is printed in another 
column. The plain and palpable facts 
about the election in the two cities tell 
their own story in such large and lumi- 
nous characters that he who runs may read 
it. And in both places it is a story of how 
his party has suffered from the per- 
nicious activity” of Federal office-holders 
who were Senator VEst’s appointees and 
henchmen. 

Senator Vest had controlof all the 
State and Federal patronage appertain- 
ing to the United States Courts for the 
Western District of Missouri and to the 
State Court of Appeals for that District. 
He filled all the offices and controlled 
the nomination for Congressman in 
the Fifth Congressional District, the 
nominee being his friend and partner, 
Judge Pures of the Court of Appeals. 
There was no question of Judge PHILIPS’ 
ability, fitness and unsullied character. 
Senator VEstT’s local henchmen were 80 
active in his behalf that one of them, 
United States District Attorney BENTON, 
was suspended for ‘‘pernicious activity.“ 
Yet Judge PuHILips was beaten by the Re- 
publican nominee in a district where 
Democratic majorities ordinarily range 
from 2,000 to 3,400, and where the local 
tickets ran far ahead of him. So much 
for the pernicious activity of the Senator’s 
henchmen in Kansas City and the Fifth 
District. 

Herein St. Louis where the Custom- 
house and Post-office were set apart as 
Senator VEST’s own preserves, two of his 
henchmen devoted themselves wholly to 
the defeat of GLOVE. They told the pub- 
lic through their organ that he would be 
defeated if nominated. He was nomi- 
nated without opposition, in spite of all 
they could do to bring out a candidate 
against him. Then they had themselves 
interviewed, and declared that they would 
not only vote for the Republican nominee, 
but would vote for a negro in preference 
to the Democratic nominee, at a time 
when it seemed that his defeat might give 
the Republicans a majority in Congress. 


So the case stands thus: In the Fifth: 


District Senator Vest and his henchmen 
defeated one of the ablest and most hon- 
ored Democrats in Missouri by supporting 
him. In the Ninth District they did their 
best to elect a Republican over the Demo- 
cratic nominee, but failed. It was only 
where their hands were unseen and unfelt 
that any Democratic nominee held his 
own. 
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CARLISLE. 

It is announced that Grog THOEBE, 
Republican candidate against Speaker 
CARLISLE,’’ will contest the election of the 
latter. Mr. THorBe did not run as a Re- 
publican candidate, and did not get half 
the Republican vote of the district. Nor 
will this contest of CARLISLE’s election be 
made in good faith, butte make him with- 
draw from the race for Speaker or to 
handicap him in that race. 

The official canvass of the district shows 
that CARLISLE carried six of the eight 
counties, receiving 6,416. against 5,651 for 
THOEBE, a majority of 765. Two years ago 
in precisely the same counties, CARLISLE 
was elected by a plurality of 5,982, the 
vote standing 15,261 for CARLISLE, 9,329 for 
LANDRUM and 590 scattering. To claim 
that THOEBE is elected with less than 6,000 
votes in adistrict which ordinarily polls 
over 25,000, or that he has beaten CARLISLE 
by receiving only about half as many 
votes as CARLISLE’s competitor received 
two years ago, when CARLISLE’s majority 
was nearly 6,000, would be ridiculous in 
the extreme. 

The simple fact is that THOEBE’s race was 
a still hunt, instituted in the secrecy of the 
Labor organization lodges about two 
weeks before the election. Mr. THOEBE’s 
support being confined almost wholly to 
the two counties in which the cities of 
Covington and Newport are located, and 
his receiving all told only 651 votes in the 
other six counties of the district, make it 
plain that probably half of the voters in 
the back counties did not know that any- 
body was running against CARLISLE, and 
that if the race Gould be run over again 
the latter’s majority would be nearer 6,000 
than 765. 

But if the flimsy pretense of contesting 
his seat should cause Mr. CaRLISLE to de- 
cline the Speakership of the Fiftieth Con- 
gress, we do not know that either he 
or his party would be a loser byit. He 
has raised the standard of dignity, ability 
and fairness in that high office so high 
that he can get no more honor out of it. 
Some other man might fill that place as 
acceptably to his own party at least, and 
no other man in Congress can fill Mr. 
CARLISLE’S place as the leader of the 
Democratic side in debate. 

Mr. RaNDALL’s admirers, in both politi- 
cal parties, fondly hope that the almost 
unanimous vote which he received at an 
election at which Mr. Calis barely 
escaped defeat, will give the Pennsylvania 
statesman an excellent chance for the 
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res. Unfortunately for this theory, the 
almost unanimous vote cast for Mr. 
| RANDALL will be a very serious obstruc- 
tion in his path to the Speakersbip. 
When a Democrat receives nearly 
all the votes in a manufacturing district 
which is supposed to have a Republican 
not exactly the man whom the Democrats 
want for Speaker at this particular time. 
It may be added, as pertinent to the mat- 
ter, that the question of Speaker Oak- 
LISLE’s re-election will be settled without 
reference to any bogus contest that may 
be instituted for the sole purpose of em- 
barrassing him. 


Some of Senator Vest’s friends are 
blaming the lukewarmness of the Kansas 
City Times for Judge Purirps’ defeat, and 
the Times explains that it would have 
been foolish to waste its energies in a vain 
effort to elect a candidate whose undis- 
puted worth and strength were nullified 
from the start by the officious support and 
pernicious activity of the Boss Con- 
RiGAN influence. This is not the 
first time that Democratic candi- 
dates and tickets have been defeated by 
that support. The Federal patronage 
machine does not obviate the necessity of 
newspaper work, and there is no news- 
paper in Kansas City that can afford to 
fight under Boss CorriGgan’s dictation. 
Senator VEST can no more control Kansas 
City through Boss CoA than he can 
control the Democracy of St. Louis 
through Ep Burn and Dick LANCASTER.

GLOVER AND VEST. 


The Two Little Giants Have a Tilt Over 
the Missouri Election. 


From the Globe-Democrat. 

Yesterday’s Globe-Democrat contained an 
account of the interview between the Presi- 
dent and Senator Vest upon the suspension of 
District Attorney Benton of Missouri for 
‘*‘pernicions actwity. Among the points 
the Senator is represented as having made is 
this: 

He took up the case of Glover, in St. Louis. 
Glover is a very unpopular man inthe district. 
He had some of the best Democrats there op- 
posed to him. The natural Democratic major- 
ity in the district is 3.000. Under any ordinary 
circumstances Mr. Glover would have been 
beaten. But he made an out-and-out canvass 
as an anti-Administration man, and got 
through in epite of the opposition to him of a 
personal character by a majority of 100. 


That is certainly a most extraordinary ut- 
terance, coming froma Senator of the United 
States, Mr. Glover commented, when his 
attention was called to this portion of the in- 
terview by a reporter. 

II was the anti-Administration candi- 
date, continued the young Oongressman in 
an argumentative tone, ‘‘who was the Ad- 
ministration candidate? Was it the Repub- 
lican nominee? I should infer as much, since 
ali the Federal Democratic officers worked 
and voted for him openly. Is that Mr. vest 8 
interpretation of the situation? The evi- 
Gence of what I have asserted is ample, 
abandant, notorious. Willthe Senator join 
in a demand for the removal of these officials? 
If not, will he even persuade the people of 
this State that he was nota party to a scheme 
to turn a Democratic district over to the 
enemy? The Senator spread his toga over 
them and said: ‘I will protect you.’ Their 
boldness can be explained on no other hy- 
pothesis. If this work cat down my majority, 
can he quote it as evidence of the unpopular - 
ity of the Administration?“

on an anti-Vest and on an anti-Administra- 
tion ptatiorm?'’ was suggested.

„„As to the result in the Kansas City Dis- 
trict,’’ said Mr. Glover, branching off to no- 
tice another of the Senator’s points, ‘‘Mr. 
Vest was ziven charge of it by the Democratic 
caucus of Senators and Representatives of 
Missouri, and he has controlled its patronage 
since Oleveland's inauguration. 
his legal and political partner, chum, protege 
and pet. And yet, in a Democratic dis- 
trict, 2,000 strong, with all the Federal 
patronage to assist, Vest’s man is 
beaten by 1,000 majority. If the State is 
drifting away from Cleveland, who is responst- 
bie for it? The Kansas City and St. Louia Dis- 
tricts tell the tale. There is no reason why 
Puilips should be beaten on account of the 
unpopularity of the Administration, while 
Dockery, who strongly indorsed it, should in- 
crease his majority. But it is plain that if the 
Administration is unpopular in St. Louis and 
Kansas City, Vest is the one who has made it 
so.’* 

‘*You differ very materially from the Sen- 
ator's conclusions? 

Tes. I was not elected on an anti-Admin- 
istration platform, but t was elected on a dis- 
tinctly anti-Vest and anti-dark-lantersa piat- 
form, and I carry to Washington a peremptory 
demand from the people for the cleansing of 
the St. Louls Custom-house. The moral of the 
whole matter is not that the President should 
comply further with the demands of a aan 
who is dragging him every day deeper into the 
mire. He should change bis advisers, revise 
his appointments, and look direct te the Dem- 
ocraticCongresamen and the people if he ex- 
pects to carry the State in 1888.

A Voluntary Assignment Made Yesterday— 
The Assets and Liabilities. 


LINCOLN ,lil., November 9.—The embarrassed 
banking firm of Wm. M. Dustin 4 Co., who 
closed their doors a couple of weeks ago, made 
avoluntary assignment yesterday. The firm 
reported tothe court their condition as fol- 
lows: Liabilities, $106,105.58; divided into cer 
tificates of deposit, $31,390.41; deposits sub- 
ject to checks, $42,855.04; due other 


banks, $619.01; interest and discount, $450, 88; 
profitand loss, $30,844.24. 

The assets consist of: Cash, $1,877.58; due 
from other banks, $4,081.58; bills receivabie, 
$78,798.39; real estate, $20,006; overdrafts, $14, - 
108.03; total, $106,165.58. The banking firm 
makes A. B. Nicholson assignee with bonds in 
the sum of $200,000. The bank will remain 
closed pending the settlement of its affairs. 
The liabilities above mentioned do 
not inelude the Montana debts of 
William M. Dustin which amount to $45, - 
000. There are 335 posses standing in the 
roll of creditors. The bank holds the notes 
stxe7 eight of persons who owe the bank, 
while nineteen have overdrawn their ge- 
counts. The statement does not reach ex- 
pectations and a great deal of uneasiness pro- 
valls among the depositors. Dustin s per- 
sonal indebtedness to the bank exceeds $45,000

NEAR THE SCAFFOLD. 


Mrs, Rexalana Druse Sentenced te Hang on 
Wednesday, December 29. 


Utica, N. T., November 9.—In the Court of 
Oyer and Terminer, at Herkimer, yesterday, 
the case of Mrs. Roxalana Druse, convicted of 
killing and afterward burning and boiling the 
body of her busband, came up before Judge 
Williams upon motion of District-Attorney 


Sheldon, the Courtof Appeals having con- 
firmed the conviction by the lower courts. 
The news of the motion soon spread and 
the court-room was crowded. When the con- 
demned woman was brought into court by the 
Sheriff she looked pale and nervous. After 
motion by the District Attorney the Court re- 
counted briefly the story of the revolting 
crime and the subsequent trials. The murder 
was committed in the town of Warren on De- 
cember 18, 1884. The trial began September 
21. 1885, and on October 6 Mrs. Druse was sen- 
tenced to be hanged November 25, 1885. 
An appeal was taken at first to 
the Supreme Court, and second to the 
Court of Appeals. both reviewing and finding 
no error. The Court asked the usual questions 
of Mrs. Druse as to why sentence of death 
should not be pasred upon her, to which she 
replied: ‘‘I have nothing to say.’’ The Court 
then appointed December 29, 1886, as the date 
for her execution Mrs. Druse then broke 
down and wept bitterly. Her counsel will ap- 
peaito the Governor to commute the sen- 
tence.

The Cause of Morrison's Defeat—Carlisle’s 
Narrow Escape Due to Party Apathy—Mr. 
Watterson Surprised at the Strength of the 
George Movement—Cleveland’s Renomi- 
nation Probable—The President’s Oppor- 
tunity. 

New YorE, November 9.-—Mr. Henry Watter- 
son arrived in New York from Havre on the 
French steamer La Bourgoyne, late on Sunday 
night, and yesterday went to the new 
Hotel Bartholdi. A reporter of the Sun found 
him there last evening at dinner, as ruddy 
and hearty from his sea voyage as a school- 
boy, and besieged by friends. Mr. Watterson 
comes back from his summer abroad ro- 
invigorated and refreshed, and satisfied that 
America is the home of the brave 
and the land of the tree. He said 
that he had devoted some part of the 
twelve hours since he reached his hotel to 
reading the New York newspaper reports of 
the recent election. His views of the results, 
however, he admitted might be ill-formed 
upon insufficient information about local in- 
fluences which had entered into some of the 
important contests throughout the country. 

COAST AND HARBOR DEFENCES. 

Mr. Watterson said he agreed with the Sun 
upon the imperative necessity of the creation 
ofan adequate system of coast and harbor 
defences, but he thought that Congress could 
be brought to appropriate action only by the 
abandonment on the part of representatives 
of the Eastern States of the spirit and tone of 
condemnation of everything Western and 
Southern. He hated a job in the river and 
harbor bill as much as anyone, but Eastern 
newspapers must allow some little intel 
gence and honesty to the Western and 


Southern representatives, and while the ordi- 
nary const and barbor improvements in the 
East were practically completed, it must be 
allowed that the improvements of Western 
and Southern rivers were forthe greater part 
desirable and honestly planned. 

MORRISON'S DEFEAT. 

Regarding the defeat of Mr. Morrison, Mr. 
Watterson had this to say: He did not con- 
sider that it was to be laid to the tariff 
question. There had been no change in 
Mr. Morrison’s views or attitude on the 
tariff, but he believed that there 
bad been a disaffection among the 
Democrats in Morrison's district, due solely to 
a disappointment with the results of a Demo- 
cratic Administration, and that disaffection 
he admitted, was not by any means confined 
to Morrison’s district. emocrats generally, 
be thought, felt that they had lost their bag- 
gage on the fieid. The issue in the next ses- 
sion of Congress, he was sure, would be the 
tariff, for the Western and Southern people 
were determined upon a thorough revision of 
the tariff. 

CARLISLE’S NARROW ESCAPE. 

The narrow escape of Carlisie from defeat, 
Mr. Watterson said, was merely au accident. 
The opposition to him was regarded as of no 
serious consequence. This experience will 
teach the necessity of a careful and systematic 
canvass even in a district deemed sale. The 
defeat of Frank Hurd in the Toledo district 
Mr. Watterson attributed solely to personal 
opposition to Mr. Hurd, because of his prac- 
tical non-residence in the district which he 
sought to represent. 

Mr. Watterson was inclined to regard the 
labor vote with respectful wonder. No man, 
he thougut, could tell how it would turn out; 
whether it would be held together to become a 
power in politics or fall to pieces in the pres- 
ence of a National issue. 

CLEVELAND'S RENOMINATION. 

Mr. Cleveland's renominution, Mr. Watter- 
son looks upon as altogether pfobable. The 
Democrats, he is inclined to think, will rise 
above the spoils idea in their demand fora 
tariff revision, and if they can reelect Cleveland, 
do away with the nonsense of civil service re- 
form and acocumplish their main aim—tariff 
revision—well an ood. If they cannot re- 
elect Mr. Cleveland, 
lose a lot of offices which they ve not got. 
So fdr as the personnel of the present Govern- 
ment is considered, it 13 as well be Repub- 
lican, He thinks that Cleveland will de re- 
nominated, nevertheless, for lack of any can- 
didate to oppose bim, and if the Democrats 
are defeated, they will still have left their 
organization and their aims. 


The President’s Opportunity, 


New York, November 9.—The World says: 
President Cleveland should not, and judging 
by his firmness in the past, he will not give up 
one inch of the ground actually gained in ad- 


vancing the cause of civil service reform. The 
men to whom politics is simply office-seeking 
and Government merely office filling, are say- 
ing that the Democratic losses in the elec- 
tions (they make no account of the 
gains) are due to the President's ad- 
herence to the _ civil-service-reform sys- 
tem. And they renew their appeal to him 
to abandon it. The ailegation upon which this 
appeal is based is not true. So far as the re- 
form law is concerned, the people, aside from 
the office- brokers, are well satisfied with it, 
It embodies prety much the only principle 
with which the esident Has succeeded in 
clearly identifying himself, and he would be 
very foolish to abandon it, as we are glad to 
believe he has no intention of doing. But 
the trouble is that President Cleveland 


has made removals and continued 
men in office equally without good 
cause. He has pursued one plan in one State 


and guite another in other States. He has 
selected men for important offices at home 
and abroad, not because they were represent- 
ative Democrats or had shown any special 
fitness for the positions, but because he or 
some one near him happened to fancy them. 
Certain features of his policy have repeated 
the personal government of President Grant’s 
first term without the latter’s amiabie excuse of 
‘Taking care of bh friends.’ 
President Cleveland has yielded to 
his fancies what Grant gave to his friends. 
And yet tue disaffection of office-seekers and 
the disappointment of the rank and file at the 
predominance of the mugwump influence and 
the queer personalism of the Administration 
would have all been wiped out and have 
counted for nothing if, as we have said, the 
President bad met the expectations of the 
people as to the general results of the change 


and had shown a generous sympathy 
with the aims of his party 
and * purpose to ve effect to 
his ideas. * It is because of what bas 


not been done rather than of what has been 
done, that the disappointment came which 
led to Democratie apathy and abstention from 
voting. The Democrats are stilialive and as 
numerous as ever. All that is needed isa 
leader to arouse their enthusiasm and stir 
their zeal. Is it too lave for the President to 
improve his great opportunity?’’

NEAR THE SCAFFOLD, 


Mrs, Roxalana Druse Sentenced to Hang on 
Wednesday, December 29. 


UTIcA, N. V., November 9.—In the Court of 
Oyer and Terminer, at Herkimer, yesterday, 
the case of Mrs. Roxalana Druse, convicted of 
killing and afterward burning and boiling the 
body of her husband, came up before Judge 
Williams upon motion of District-Attorney 


Sheldon, the Courtof Appeals having con- 
firmed the conviction by the lower courts. 
The news of the motion soon spread and 
the court-room was crowded. When the con- 
demned woman was brought into court by the 
Sheriff she looked pale and nervous. After 
motion by the District Attorney the Court re- 
counted briefly the story of the revolting 
crime and the subsequent trials. The murder 
was committed in the town of Warren on De- 
cember 18, 1884. The trial began September 
21, 1885, and on October 6 Mrs. Druse was sen- 


tenced to be hanged November 25, 1885. 
An appeal was taken at first to 
the Supreme Court, and second to the 


Court of Appeals, both reviewing and finding 
no error. The Court asked the usual questions 
of Mrs. Druse as to why sentence of death 
should not be passed upon her, to which she 
replied: ‘‘I have nothing to say. The Court 
then appointed December 29, 1886, as the date 
for her execution Mrs. Druse then broke 
down and wept bitterly. Her counsel will ap-

PLEURO-PNEUMONIA, 


Measures Taken to Prevent the Disease 
Spreading in Indiana. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., November 9.—Gentle- 
men from Jasper and Clinton Counties are in 
the city with a view of securing active measures 
to prevent the spread of pleuro-pneumonia, 
which has developed to an alarming extent 


within the last few days. They 
allege that in their vicinity more 
than a thousand cattle are afflicted 
with the malady, which is ineurabie, 


and which is spreading rapidly, according to 
their tale. Dr. Navin, the State veterinarian, 
has already ordered a number killed. Two 
hundred spring calves shipped from Northern 
Ohio about three weeks ago, were brought to 
Clinton County and 100 were sold there and 
sent to Illinois. Pleuro-pneumonia broke out 
among them, and two having been killed, 
showed the disease unmistakably. The State 
Board of Heaith will consider what can be 
done. Thereis no law regulating action in 
such cases. Pileuro-pneumonia experts have 
also been ordered to Jasper County to investi- 
gate the disease.
